"While rejoicing over the oxtruordinury prosperity which lian 
come to this country as a rerolt of the war iu Europe, the people o' 
the United States should not overlook the fiict that the money whic 
has come across the ocean so readily ean and very likely will depur 
with aatoTuiding rapidity. 

Owners of idle capltul are always in scaich for the most pronli^ 
ing places f oi; investment. At the cIohc of the war this country w il 
be the richest nation in the world and will possess the largest amoi ji 
of liquid capital. With the war iit an end and with war orders 
eontinno(( the capital fiOW engaged in the production of commodii..' 
needed Ay the nations at war, will seek rieVtelCB of activity. T 
imporjttot problem for the industries of the United States is whctl 
this Capital will continue to be employed in this country or will 
Jicjft elsewhere for the cslalilislunent and maintenance of industr 
''enterprise. 

Kxperit'iiee iuis sluiwii tiiiit udst of production of manuiactu. 
commodities is very materially less in Kuropeau and Asiatic couuti 
than in this. The tendency of capital will be to go where it can 
most protitahly employed, in recent years we have seen the Siin 
Sewing ilaehine Comimny establish factories in IScotland, the h\ 
Motor Company . leetiiip factories in Canada, the Swift Packing Co 
pany establish abattoircs in Argentina, Iowa capitalists oprrat: 
egg-driving plants ii^ China, and other American capitalists .seek 
opportunities for foreign investment. Some of the products of 
tablishmeiils thus operated will be shipped from Ihosf forci-,'!! coi 
tries and sold in the United States, the money paid therefor bei 
sent abroad to be expended for wages and materials in foreign coim 
tries. 

To soino extent the movement of American capital to other coi.n 
tries can not be prevented. .Vcither is such movement undesirable 
provided the capital be not employed in industrial enterprises tl ii' 
compote with oui' own establishments. We can and should, howev.-i' 
insure the largest possible opportunity for active investment o; 
American capital at home bv restoring and nuiintajning q protect! 
tariff which will nivc lln- Aiiii'riciiii producer an advantage in t 
home MUirkci to an extent al least commensurate with the increase) 
cost of production, and also give the American producer the advfn 
tatre in export triide which will result from a decreased unit cost n 
production incident to the increased (|uantity of production. 

WABNINO A0AIN8T PATIBNALI8M 

When patriotism is most deeply stirred and national dong(i> 
impend, ambition has its greatest opportunities and liberty is most ii 
danger. When all the thoughts of the people are concentrated upji 
dangers from without, they lose sight of dangers from within. Willi 
. out in any way minimizing the importance of an aroused potriotis.n 
words of caution are necessary in order to guard against movemeLti 
which arc a menace to popular government. 

In these days when there is talk of probable war, there are maiiy 
especially those in high otiicial ))Osition. who suggest that the f,'ovcr,i 
ment take over the ownership or operation of various private enti . 
prises with which the government would have to deal in ease w .i 
.slioukl occur. I'ndoubtcdiy nu\ny of these suggestions are jiroinpt . 
by high motives. -Men in position of power are wont to flatter the i 
selves that however lacking they may be in business experience, y.l 
as the heads of government dc|)artniciits or bureaus, they have 1 
some miraculous process acquired superior ability in the manageme 
of great^ industrial concerns. With judgment distorted, and wi I. 
vision exicndintf only to immediate problems, they would plunge t! 
governments into undertakings with little regard for future cons 
quenees. 

Unless the popuUr voice exerts a restraining infiuenoe, it i» 

evident that an outbreak of war woidd plunge this country into :i 
movement toward government ownership this country into a raov 
ment toward government ownership which cessation d^tear coulil 
not terininale. The result would be that when the armies enlist; 
for war had been discharged wc would lind in the government se 
vice a vast army of civil employes under the eumhiand of the execu 
ifive departments and wieMini; a power w liieli only the alertness ai • 
constant effort of the rest of the pcojjle could hold in control. \\> 
would find the government in competition with private enterpris* 
necessarily to the disadvantage of private enterprise. We won . 
lind the people of the country looking to the government to supply r 
their needs. We would find individual initiative discouraged. ai 
progress groat ly retarted. 

Unless these results arc desired, the American people should u 
ter a vigorous protest against every step in the direction of goven^ 
ment ownership of enterfU'isi-s not absolutely necessary to the exer- 
cise of the essential fuuctions of government. 

ARIR WAB OOMPKmON 

In an address to 400 meiiibers of the Philadelphia Chamber o 
Commerce Secretary I^edfield. of the Department of Commerce, ad 
mitt^d that retfenerated I'iunipe will give the Cnited States mon 
trouble in business competition after the war than it ever has in Ih 
past. .More efficiency, he said, must com* from abroad. To meet thi- 
tl|e United States must have more cDioiency at home. He added: 
Waste is our greatest problem in America. Our annual 
waste is more than our total ply roll each year. It is a far . 
more serious (|ue8tion than the tariff. The tariff will be 
raised if needed, but far more seriotu than the tariff is the 
ignorance of the boy and girl about work. Far more aeri- 
ous than the tariff problem is the Uek of seieAtifiv training. 
Cnfortunately the government cannot gunrnntee the scir?iti: 
training of each individual in the United States. This must \« 
gradual process. The government ean, however, take the aame ste; 
for the protection of American industry that foreign nations ur 
taking for the protection of their industry. Since it is general! 
recognized, as Mr. Rklfiald says, that MOrganiied Varepe will gix 
the United Stales more trouble in business competition than it liii 
in the past, why sboidd the stepH for the protection of the America: 
market I.,, delnyiwl until after the war f— Washington Post.

Great oil regions He to the west of 
Tuxpan, which Mexican city. In cou- 
soquence, has become a most eonvon- 
ient point for exporting oil. How- 
ever, there are neither docking nor 
harbor facilities because of the im- 
mense sandbar which eSectually pre- 
vints ocean-going vessels from ai>- 
proching the city much nearer than » 
mile.
